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PROGRESS REVIEW: 
PROSTHODONTICS 


In a consideration of the progress of 
prosthodontics, the author points out 
that no two prosthodontists seem to agree 
yet their differences are really the projec- 
tion of new knowledge or factual research 
data. Present research reports are indica- 
tive of a scientific approach to the prob- 
lem and an ability to use modern research 
tools. 

Prosthodontics is in a_ transitional 
period between the physical mechanical 
concept and the new biologic concepts. 

Black indicates a new need of premedi- 
cation to eliminate tension in soft tissue, 
muscle and mind. 

Many research reports tend to deny a 
simple hinge axis in opening or closing 
movements of the mandible. Many cases 
exhibit glide and transitional movement. 

Sears believes that use of a recorded 
condyle path in edentulous patients may 
be a perpetuation of an abnormal or 
pathologic function. He uses molar pivots 
to extrude the condyles from their sockets 
and re-establish normal muscle and joint 
function. 

Establishment of vertical dimension is 
a subject of many opinions but they are 
all cognizant of neuro-muscular tension 
and are working from a biologic ap- 
proach. 

Amer has questioned our concept of 
centric relation, indicating that it is 


variable and individualistic to each pa- 
tient. Muscle balance should be the ob- 
jective. 

Movement of the mandible is now 
thought of in terms of cycles and glides. 
Continued research may result in the 
abandonment of the physical mechanical 
concept associated with bilateral balance. 

New research indicates the average 
force used in food mastication by den- 
ture wearers is 2 to 4 pounds and that 
this value varies by less than 10 per cent 
among patients. 

No one tooth form seems to be superior 
to another. 

It takes about one month for the pa- 
tient to adjust to dentures. 

In denture patients no crippling reduc- 
tion in the proprioceptive sense mecha- 
nism is experienced. 

Strain’s work indicates that loss of 
taste with denture wearers is a natural 
occurrence with aging. 

All progress is along the biologic physi- 
ologic aspect of prosthodontics.—By H. 
A. Young, D.D.S. New York State Den- 
tal Journal, Aug.-Sept.,1953.

Two quadrants of the mouth of each 
student were treated, using the other 
two as controls. The method advocated 
by Knutson and Armstrong was used. 

Fifty per cent of the students were 
treated on the right quadrant and the 
other fifty per cent on the left. Clinical 
and x-ray examinations were made be- 
fore the last sodium fluoride treatment 
and 13.5 months later. The same ex- 
aminer made both examinations. 

Either on the basis of total new caries 
or on each individual’s result, there was 
no significant difference in the dental 
caries incidence.—“The Effect of Sodium 
Fluoride Application on The Dental 
Caries Experience in Adults” by B.

RELATION OF CEREALS 
AND SUGARS TO 
EXPERIMENTAL DENTAL CARIES 


This investigation by Constant, Phillips 
and Eluehjem was to study the relation 
of cereals and sugars to the maintenance 
of fully developed teeth. Reporting a 
series of experiments with cotton rats, in 
which the cariogenicity of a diet consist- 
ing of oatmeal, dried whole milk and 
sugar was studied, it was found that rats 
fed this diet in liquid form had only one 


cavity per head to an average of 25 
carious lesions per head for the group | 
fed a dry diet of the same percentage 
distribution of solids. 

In another experiment, the group re- 
ceiving natural sugars in the diet showed 
no difference in average number of 
carious lesions to that group receiving 
the same diet but substituting refined 
sugars. 

In still another experiment, whole milk 
was replaced by casein and dextrin. The 
result was a striking increase in the num- J 
ber of carious lesions. This indicated ¥ 
that there might be a relationship be- 
tween the low mineral content of the 
diet and the incidence of caries. . 

Again using whole grains as opposed ¥ 
to processed cereal, the caries incidence J 
was found to be far less in the whole J 
grain studies.
